Roosevelt, the country 
Squire from Hyde Park, N.Y., who made 
Warm Springs, Ga, his second home, had a 
common-sense practicality, an indefatigable 
optimism, and a willingness to experiment, 
to fail, and to try again. 

Older Americans can remember the lift 
that Roosevelt's leadership provided in the 
1930s before the lengthening shadow of 
Hitler brought a renewed sense of national 
danger. Despite the harsh tackdrop of the

Great Depression, there was then stil a 
sense that individual lives and smali dramas 
still mattered. Only with World War I did 
the problems become bigger than life-sized 
and the presidency begin to grow remote 
and imperial. 

In those days. for example, the dig news 
stories, big enough to compete with any 
news emanating from Washington, concern- 
ed Bruno Richard Hauptmann's trial and. 
ultimately, execution for the kidnapping and 
murder of the Lindbergh baby; the shoot- 
ing-down of John Dillinger; the imnocent 
drama of the Dionne quintuplets; the lack 
of rain that turned the Great Plains into a 
Dust Bowl. 


Now it almost seems as if those old news- 


stories are being recycled. Once again, 
though the name is Gilmore rather than 
Hauptmann, one man’s death by execution 
preoccupies the ration. The extraordinary 
adventures of Patty Hearst have occupied 
as much news space as Dillinger ever did. A 
youngster named Amy Carter gets almost 
as much coverage as did all five Dionne 
Sisters. Even the weather is back on the 
U.S. front page as icy temperatures set new 
records, 

Maybe it is sentimental to see a reassur~ 
ing similarity betwzen the big news stories 
of recent weeks and those of 40 years ago 
before wars, death camps, and nuclear 
terror. Yet we suspect we are not alone in 
welcoming the return of old news. Like 
Franklin Roosevelt, Carter will generate 
plenty of news from Washington. But if 
his inaugural was a reliable guide, it will 
not be all the news and it will not crowd out 
sensational crimes, madcap heireases, inter- 
esting children or, even, the weather. And 
that we think will ‘be a good thing for Carter 
and for all of us.

How Carter Sees the World 


It seems characteristic of Jimmy Carter 
that he addressed not only his fellow Amer- 
icans but also “citizens of the world” in his 
inaugural address, And, just as he con- 
strued Americans as a single, value-vound 
community, so he construed these “citizens” 
not as alcies or adversaries or representatives 
of this region or that race, but rather as 
partners in 8 common enterprise, living 
together on a single globe. In his direct- 
ness (“you will be affected by my decisions”) 
and in his theme (“to shape a world order 
that is more responsive to human opera- 
tions"), he was entirely himself. He was 
asserting an American attitude of renewed 
confidence in this country’s capacity to be 
guided by its values and not strictly by 105 
“mterests” a8 it makes 108 way tn the world, 

Many forelgners, no doubt, will be un~ 
impressed by this rhetoric. The famillarity 
of the faces in the President's national 
seourlty ‘hierarchy suggests to them that the 
policy will be familiar, too, or at least within 
the known range of what they have come 
to think of as the postwar consensus—Vice- 
President Mondale’s round-the-world trip 
will, usefully, let some of them take their 
own first reading. Some foreigners also 
believe American policy flows deterministi- 
cally from what they take to be the flawed 
mature of American society. And it will 
be noted by some that, notwithstanding 
Mr. Carter’s failure to pledge continuity, the 
American people's post-Vietnam cautious- 
ness and the inhibitions imposed by the 
American economy will tend to limit new 
initiatives. 

We think that, on the contrary, posstbil- 
ities of change exist. And we also think 
that Mr. Carter, from a slow start, has be- 
come progressively aware of them. He can- 
not magically transform the country’s lever- 


age in its various bargaining situations: 
SALT, the Mideast, the North-South econom- 
Je dialogue, and so on. Sut he can reduce 
the self-created obstacles that so often 
clogged the old administration's way. 

His unprecedented pre-inaugural all-day 
meetings with Congress and the Joint Chiefs 
of Staff suggest one route: close consulta- 
tion with the principal domestic participants 
in the creation of forelgn policy. The ap- 
pointment to public affairs posts in key 
agencies of journalists known for their 
probing suggests another: Presumably this 
15 a barbinger of fuller and iranker consul- 
tation with the public, Mr. Carter’s own 
evident disposition to judge third-country 
situations more on their merits, and not just 
in terms of their suspected impact on Soviet 
perceptions, should give him more flexiblity 
in both the conception and execution of 
policy. The initial emphasis he intends to 
Place on domestic affairs, and especially on 
the economy, can have the same doubie im- 
pact, And as he says, his own domestic 
acts will surely affect other couniries’ 
Tr 

Is President Carter implicitly overprom~ 
ing? We sense a broad disposition to take 
the Carter presidency as an occasion for a 
certain new beginning, or as a time for 
building on the not insubstantial foundation 
laid down before. Very few nations, after 
all, wish the United States to be humiliated, 
or expect if to abandon its interests, or 
want if to abandon its responsibilities. They 
want the US. government to act fairiy and 
with @ sense of its own limitations and of 
the legitimacy of the interests of others. 
This will not bring the millennium. It will 
bring a better world. It is within Jimmy 
Carter's reach.
